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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed on March 1, 2010. 

Claims 1-3, 8-13 are pending. Claims 1-3 are amended. Claims 8-13 are new. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 8-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The most pertinent prior art known to the examiner is Hirayama et al (US 
2006/0003252) which teaches a hydroxyphenyl-containing trifunctional siloxane unit but 
fails to teach the trifunctional siloxane unit comprising an alkylene group as amended in 
claim 1. Hirayama also fails to teach a monofunctional siloxane unit in its composition. 
The non-elected claim 3 has been rejoined.
